This is the real occasion of
the inability of that court to hear
aud determine the causes uiku its
dockets. Experiment has shown
that courts of Arbitration can utt'ord
no auuquaic remedy lor the evil.
Tho.so courts performed their duties
ablj-.an- d faithfully, but as their jur
isdiction depended upon cunxent, and
as the cases were comparatively levr.
where loth parties Were in uuet-- t of
speedy justice, tliey were without
the power to accomplish the deign
for which they were created. Our
bill of rights declares, "that all courts
shall bo open; and every man for dn
iujury done him in his lands, goods,
person - or reputation, bhall have
remedy by due course of law. and
right an.d justice, administered with
out sale, denial or delay.

It appears, therefore, that the ob-

ligation upou the General Assembly
to provide an adequate remedy i

imperative. Its power, to do so is
complete.
, I recommend that the General As-

sembly create a Court of; Appeals
for each of the three grand divisions
of the State, each court to be com-
posed of two judges, to be elected by
the people of the respective divisions.
All appeals from Courts of Jvquity
in each, division to be heard Ly the
Court of Appeals lor that division,
and its decisions upon all questions
of fact to 1)0 final, with the right of
appeal to tho Supreme Court upon
questions of law, and in all cac
where the judges disagree as to tho
law or factb of a case, the cane to
tand for hearing by tho Supreme

Court. If such courts are created it
should be provided that they are to
hear all equity causes now n the
dockets of tho Supreme Court, unless
dissent in writing is filed with the
Clerk. Two judges will answer for
each court as well as three. If there
were three judges the agreement of
two of them would control tho decis
ion of the case, and as it will only
occasionally happen that a dibagrre
ment will occur, and as tho cano will
then stand for hearing by the Su
premo Court, no inconvenience will
result. The plan suggested is as
cheap as can be devised, and cannot
fail to be ellective. J he only addi
tional cost will be the salaries of the
judges, as the same transcript will
bo used by both the Court ol Appeals
and the Supremo Court. One or all
of thse- - urts can be lolishcd at
any time when tho public service no
longer requires their continuance.

AVhen the own
er comes to redeem he pays not only
his tax, with interest thereon, but
he is forced to pay a large sum in
discharge of the cost incurred in the
futile but expensive ceremony of
condemnation and sale.

The laws ought to be so amended
as to make the assessment of real
estate and default in the payment of
taxes thereon in a sriven time, tnso
ft,cto & divestitu of the titl of tho
owner and an investiture of it in the
State, subject to redemption by the
owner within a liberal period, the
Trustee clothed with power to sell
and convey, and a speedy action for
possession provided. This mode
wm BeCure the prompt payment of
taxes, and relieve the btate and de-

linquent owners of vast cxponse.
The Comptroller should be cloth-

ed with the . power, by himself or
agent, to buy real estate in the name
of the State in all cases where the
interest of tho State so requires. Un-
der existing laws it seems no 'one
has that power.

Governor's Message.

THE UENEBAL CONDITION Ol' THE
.STATE. . ;

I have the pleasure of communi- -

catinr to you the gratifying fact
that the officers of the State, in' ev
ery department, so. far as my knowl-
edge and information extend, . have
performed the duties of their re-

spective offices diligently and faith-
fully. All of the trustees of the
State, charged with tho collection of:
the revenue, have faithfully collect-
ed and paid into the treasury every
dollar due the State. There is but
one trustee in apparent default, and
that for a trifling sum, the justice of
which he disputes.

Writh tho exception of occasional
mob violence, provoked by crime of
unusual enormity, the regular ad- -

ministration ol justice has not been
disturbed

Although the report of the Comp-
troller shows a continued decrease
in the value of the taxable property
of the State, yet the evidences of re-

turning prosperity and increasing
wealth are abundant. It appears
that m Shelby county the material
decrease has occurred. Ihe pestil
ence of 1878 and 1879 is the obvious
cause of the decrease. , The wise
and timely legislation of the last
General Assembly, supplemented by
the courage and enterprise of ;her
people, raised Memphis to her feet.
